To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council ^ 

Gentleraen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submittinr:  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  endiny  31st  December,  1951. 

The  Standardised  birth  rate  of  15.2  shows  an  increase  over 
last  year’s  fiyure  of  14.2  and  compares  favourably  v/ith  the  General 
Rate  of  15.5  for  England  cS  v'Jales.  The  total  number  of  births  for 
the  District  being  100,  an  increase  of  10  over  last  year’s  figure, . 

The  Standardised  Death  rate  of  12.9  shows  an  increase  over 
last  year’s  figure  of  9.9  and  compares  with  the  General  Rate  of 
12.5  for  England  d  Wal.s.  The  total  number  of  deaths  for  fie  District 
v/as  90,  an  increase  of  23  over  last  year's  figure.  The  main  cause 
was  the  increase  of  fourteen  deaths  from  disease  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system,  mainly  attributable  to  old  age,  and  coincided 
to  some  degree  with  the  inclement  weather  in  the  early  part  of  the 
ye  ar . 


The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  remains  low 
and  largely  consists  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  both  of  which  have 
proved  to  be  comparatively  mild  in  previous  years.  Once  again  there 
have  been  no  cases  of  Pood  Poisoning  notified  whilst  for  the  third 
sucessive  year  there  has  been  a  complete  absence  of  Diphtheria,  There 
have  been  no  deaths  from  Infectious  Disease  other  thfm  from  Tuber¬ 
culosis, 

Knutsford  v/as  visited  by  the  No,  3  Mobile  Mass  Radiography  Unit 
of  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board  in  June,  A  comp].ete  report 
of  the  findings  is  £'iven  in  an  A.ppendiXo  A  further  Appendix  gives  a 
summary  of  the  services  connected  with  the  National  Health  Services 
and  the  Yi/elfare  and  Childrens  organisation  of  the  County  Council. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  Mr.  Butler 
(Sanitary  Inspector)  for  the  work  he  has  done  and  at  the  same  time 
I  should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  Members  of  tho  Health  Committee 
for  the  interest  they  have  shov/n  in  the  working  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,

The  refuse  collection  service  continues  as  in  'previous  years. 
All  ashbins  are  emptied  fortnightly,  a  certain  number  are  emptied 
weekly,  whilst  bins  at  the  hotels  and  large  shops  are  emptied  tv/ice 
weekl3^.  A  S  &  D  Freighter  is  used  for  this  service  and  refuse  is 
disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.  It  is  estiraated  that  the  present 
tip  will  be  filled  towards  the  end  of  1952  and  lemd  has  already  been 
acquired  for  a  new  site.

All  the  sev/erage  from  the  UrlDan  District  is  carried  by 
gravitating  sewers  to  the  Disposal  Works  on  the  North  East  boundary 
cf  the  tov/n  where  the  treatment  has  been  carried  out  a  satisfactorily 
during  the  yesu?.  1-ji  extension  of  80  yeards  to  the  sewer  in  Gough^s 
Lane  has  been  made  to  provide  for  anticipated  development  there  whilst 
further  extensions  have  been  made  on  the  Thorneyholme  Estate  to 
provide  for  the  erection  of  further  houses, 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  Council  has  one  Operative,  on  a  part-time  basis,  v/ho  has 
been  trained  in  the  methods  adopted  by  the  Ministry  of  i-.griculture 
and  Fisheries,  Infest^:  tions  on  domestic  premises  are  treated  free 
of  change,  v;hilst  the  costs  are  recovered  from  the  persons  res- 
poi  sible  in  the  case  of  business  x->Remises.

The  Routine  treatments  of  the  Council’ s  sewers  have  been  carried 
cut  and  at  the  maintenance  treatment  in  March,  2  out  of  a  total  of  39 
mamoles  baited  were  found  to  be  infested,  whilst  during  the  course 
of  a  10%  test  in  Sex;tember,  infestation  was  found  in  11  out  of  a  total 
of  40  raonlioles  baited.  As  a  result  of  these  the  necessary  poisoning 
was  undertaken.  In  the  whole  of  the  foul  sev/ers  there  are  320  manlioles. 


HOUSING 


The  construction  of  new  houses  proceeded  very  satisfactorily 
during  the  year,  although  the  nuinher  completed  and  occupied  fell 
slightly  belov/  the  previous  year.  Fourteen  new  Council  owned  houses 
were  handed  over  to  tenants  and  eight  privately  ov/ned  houses  were 
also  completed.  The  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  that  v/e  had 
492  Council  houses  occupied,  194  of  which  have  been  completed  since 
the  end  of  the  v/ar,  and  54  under  construction  in  addition  to  4  private 
houses. 


The  new  Estate  at  Thorneho-lme  is  no'w  taking  shape  and  additional!! 
land  will  soon  be  required  for  future  extensions. 

Definite  arrangements  were  made  by.  the  end  of  the  yea.r  for  the 
erection  of  40  houses  for  the  reception  of  overspill  from  Stretford 
and  Salford,  the  Council  having  purchased  land  off  the  Ladies  Mile 
for  this  purpose.  The  laj/'out  provided  for  sites  for  nine  private 
houses  overlooking  the  Heath,  and  the  Coincil  have  already  agreed  to 
sell  these  sites  to  people  who  are  desirous  o.f  building  their  ov/31 
house. 

The  usual  routine  inspections  of  privately  owned  houses  were 
carried  oi't  and  many  defects  were  discovered  which  were  all  remedie.'! 
as  a  result  of  iriformal  action.. 

Generallj/’  speaking,  housing  conditions  in  the  town  are  satis¬ 
factory,  with  only  a  small  number  of  sub-standsird  houses  of  which  the 
Council  are  fully  aware. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  5  dairies  in  the  a'-;’ea,  other  than  those  at  farms  which 
are  the  responsibility  of  the  riinistry  of  .agriculture  and  Fisheries, 
whilst  there  are  8  retail  purveyors  of  milk. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  pasteruisation  plant  which  was 
proposed  to  be  erected  on  land  in  Hollow  Lane  does  not  look  as  though 
it  is  g:oing  to  materialise, 

INSPECTION  OF  thx.T  olID  OTHER  FOODS . 

No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  position  v^ith  recr..rd  to  tlie 
slaughtering  of  animals  for  human  consuimpt ion.  ^'.11  the  butchers  ob¬ 
tain  their  meat  supplies  from  the  Central  Slaughtering  Depot  at 
Altrincham  vt/here  inspection  takes  place  at  the  time  of  slaughterr 

Periodic  visits  have  been  made  to  the  Butcher's  shops  v/herc 
a  satisfactory  standard  of  cl...anlinoso  is  maintained,  at  the  same 
time  there  has. been  no  cause  of  complaint  as  to  the  quality  of  the 
meat.

All  firms  omploying  fifty  or  more  persons  ’./ere  in  the  first  instance 
circularised  v/ith  a  view  to  participating  in  the  survey  and  with  t\7o 
exceptions  all  co-operated.  In  all  0.rr angements  were  made  with  nine 
firms  and  estahlishments  for  their  employees  to  he  X-rayed  at  the  Unit 
centre,  which  v/as  located  at  the  Youth  Cluh,  the  Towii  Hallo 

The  persons  examined  were  in  the  main  employees  of  the  various  in¬ 
dustrial  estahlishments,  staffs  of  shops,  offices,  etc,,  public  and 
utility  services,  individual  volunteers  and  schoolchildren  over  the  age 
of  fourteen  years. 

An  extensive  publicity  campaign  v/as  organised  with  the  co-operation 
of  the  Clerk  to  the  Council,  A  meeting  was  called  of  representati-^'es 
from  the  various  local  organisations  and  prominent  citizens  at  which  the 
Chairmam  of  the  Council  very  kindly  presided.  The  main  xjoints  of  the 
service  were  explained  and  later  illustrated  hy  the  projection  of  a 
miniature  film  and  large  films  were  also  shown  to  exemplify  some  of  the 
medical  points.  The  ten  minute  mass  radiography  film  was  also  shown 
through  the  kindness  of  the  Central  Office  of  Information.  The  meeting 
was  also  addressed  by  Dr,  A,  Fleming,  the  Senior  Cliest  Physician  for 
the  area.  Posters  v/ere  also  exhibited  in  local  shops  and  public  .offices' 
slides  were  shown  at  the  local  cinema;  and  press  notices  v/ere  inserted 
J  ooal  iy.
